measures to ascertain, so far as possible, 
the exact facts of the case.

Raphael Pumpolly, of the United States 
Geological Survey, Dr. H. K. Storer, of 
HUB city, and Professor W. B. Hills, of 
Harvard Medical College, 
with others 


eminent iu their several departments, were 
interested in the investigation, and gave 
it their special attention. . Samples of the 
ice taken from the pond during the pro- 
cess of storage were subjected to analy- 
sis .by distinguished chemists, and the 
reports of the committee wan given to the 
public in the May number of the Sanita- 
rian. 


The report is long aud furuHies much 


valuable information on (he general queft- 
"Hon raised, as well as in regard to the 
particular case under consideration. 
The 


investigation seems to dispose of the pop- 
ular fallacy that impure water purities 
itself by freezing. 
It is here made clear 


that if Wilier contains elements dangerous 
to health, the ice will retain the same, 
and the report declares that ''there can 
be no doubt that whatever objection at- 
taches to the use of contaminated drink- 
ing water, attaches equally to ice frozen 
fiiim it." 


From all the facts gathered the report 


says; —"In view of the fact that Almy's 
pond is already contaminated by direct 
inflow of sewage, your committee recom- 
mend very strongly to all members of 
the association that they should avoid 
the use of ice from that source for all 
purposes, even for refrigerators."

A KOMANTJC SUICIDE. 


Early Sunday morning two young peo- 


ple, Henry Hilgermeyer and Ella "Wen- 
nilig. both in their teens, drove out of 
the city in a hired buggy and remained 
mysteriously absent until 0 o'clock this 
evening, when the girl reappeared al her 
mother's residence and told a remarkable 
story:—"Henry and Ilel't thecitv yester- 
day morning, and it was then our inten- 
tion to commit suicide. 
Cannot give any 


other reason for this but that we both 
were tired of life. 
After attending a pic- 


nic, drove over lo Greenwood. 
There 


we bought a dime's worth of laudanum 
aud drove about six milns further, until 
we reached a piece of woods. 
There we 


left the buggy and started it toward the 
city. It was stopped and taken care of 
by a mail before it was out of eight. 
Henry and [ then sat down in a fence- 
cormjr lo die. and we divided the laudanum 
between us. each 
swallowing half of 


it and then waited for death to come. We 
passed the night in the open air.and in the 
morning we walked back to Greenwood, 
where wo purchased a quarter's worth of 
laudanum. 
We then walked on to the 


city, until we reached another piece of 
woods, where we sal down and again di- 
vided the poison. 
liolh still being deter- 


mined to end our lives, each swallowed 
half of the poison, and then wo sat down 
behind a cord of wood, and (hero Henry 
died shortly aflerward in my arms. 
His 


last words were. 'Kiss me.' 
When I saw 


he was dead I left him lying behind the 
wood, and walked to the'city." 


When questioned whether she was in- 


duced by her lover lo take tho poison 
against her will, sho answered that such 
was not the case, and (hat she took tho 
poii-on of her own free will.— [Tnndianap- 
olis despatch to the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial.
